OTTAWA, Feb. 17th.—While the 
modernized lease-lend measure by 
which this country pools its war sup- 
plies in the gigantic struggle for the 
preservation of the freedom of Canada 
and of all mankind is and probably 
will remain the most engrossing of the 
activities of Parliament this session, 
Agriculture, its production program 
and its problems, hold an important 

osition on the parliamentary stage. 

here is nothing strange about this, 
in view of the increasingly vital role 
Agriculture plays in the prosecution 
of the war, the immense efforts farmers 
are called upon to make in producing 
food for the United Nations, and the 
questions attending these efforts, ra- 
tioning, labor shortages, the relation- 
ship of the Prices Board and the 
Department of Agriculture, ‘etc. 


Never Such a Tonnage 


In his explanation and defence of 
the Government’s agricultural policy 
the Minister, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
stated that never before in the history 


‘of Canada has there been’such a large 


tonnage of food produced by the farm- 
ers of the Dominion. Answering an 
opposition claim that there had been 
a lack of direction for the farmers, 
he said farmers have been advised 
of what was expected of them and 
they had applied the necessary energy 
and had got the results. An Agri- 
cultural War Supplies Committee had 
been operating, since the beginning 
of the war; nine conferences had been 
held with Provincial Government offi- 
cials and representatives of farming 
organizations, when programs were 
fully discussed, and from these meet- 
ings had spread an are of assistance 
from Provincial departments, and 
farming groups in municipalities and 
counties. In the December meeting 
it was possible to take into considera- 
tion not only requirements from agri- 
culture in this country, but from the 
United States as well, which also 
supplied the United Nations. 

he Minister reviewed some of the 
forms of assistance given the farmers, 
through the payment of part of freight 
on fertilizers and on feed grain to the 
East, through the Prairie Farm Reha- 
bilitation Act and the wheat acreage 
reduction scheme. He did not feel 
the criticism that there were shortages

Why Meat Rather Than Grain 


He pointed out that the reason 
Britain was looking to Canada for 
meat in such quantities was that 
Britain had been plowing much ‘of 
its grassland on which in pre-war days 
it had pastured its livestock into grain 
fields. It took eight pounds of grain 
to produce one pound of beef and five 
pounds of grain for a pound of pork 
and in an emergency a person could 
live as long on a pound of grain as on 
a pound of meat. 

If Britain should happen through 
U-boat warfare to be cut off from 
overseas supplies for a month or 
two she could. feel more secure 
with her supplies of grain. So 


Halsey Nails Lie—Pays

Merchant seamen coming to 
war-ridden islands of the south- 
west Pacific have shown amazing 
courage and devotion, declared 

. Admiral W. F. Halsey, who 
branded as entirely false a_ report 
that union seamen had refused to 
unload a ship at Guadalcanal on 
a Sunday. In no instance, he 
declared, had merchant marine 
seamen refused to discharge their 
vessels at Guadalcanal or in any 
o‘her way failed to co-operate wit 
U.S. forces ashore.

Canada had doubled its hog pro- 
duction, seventy percent: of which 
went to Britain, and had increased 
its output of cheese to a total of 


_200,000,000 pounds, seventy per cent 


of which also was shipped to Britain. 
Of butter shortages, the Minister said 
cheese was wanted in Britain rather 
than butter. When the price of 
cheese was 20 cents, and with subsidies 
and premiums was 24 cents a pound, 
any price under 40 cents would not 
bring an increase of butter production 
in Canada. Butter and cheese were 
made out of the same kind of milk,

Alberta Government and officials of 
the Debt Adjustment Board to con- 
sider the farm debt situation, at a 
meeting held in Edmonton on Monday. 
The meeting was preparatory to the 
inter-Provincial Conference to be held 
in Saskatoon on Friday, Feb. 26th, at 
which the same representatives will 
also take part. 

The Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
Governments will be represented at 
the: Saskatoon conference, as well as 
the Farmers’ Union of Canada, Sas- 
katchewan Section, and the Sas- 
katchewan Wheat Pool; while the 
Manitoba Wheat Pool, the Manitoba 
Federation of Agriculture and the 
U.G.G., Eastern Division, will send 
delegates in behalf of the organized 
farmers of Manitoba. 

Agriculture in the Prairie Provinces 
must operate under fixed costs, though 
its production is subject to the hazards 
of nature and fluctuations of world 
markets, and its income is therefore 
extremely variable and _ uncertain, 
declared the preamble of a resolution 
adopted for presentation at the Sas- 
katoon conference. The _ resolution 
further sets forth that the main 
agricultural product of the West is 
being disposed of by the Federal 
Government at a price which leaves 
little, if any, margin above production 
costs to be applied on debts, and men- 
tions the situation created by the 
recent court decisions which set aside 
Provincial debt legislation. 

Reiteratirg the policy decided upon 
at the conference held last June, the 
resolution calls upon the Federal 
Government to set up a tribunal which 
would take action as enumerated 
below: 

1. Write down the principal of 
farm debts, secured et unsecured; 

2. Reduce the interest rate on 
farm debts, secured and unsecured; 

3. Alter the terms of payments 
of farm debts, secured and unsecured; 

4. Review and’ revise its own deci- 
sion in the light of events subsequent 
to the making of the decision; % 

5. Extend to individuals in any

In the first place, care must be 
exercised in the source of your stock. 
If you are going into specialized 
breeding work, we read under Leaflet 
56 issued by the Poultry Branch of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
that it strongly recommends the pur- 
chase of R.O.P. chicks for foundation 
stock. R.O.P. chicks are hatched from 
eggs from R.O.P. females mated - to 
R.O.P. males. If you are not going 
into breeding work, it recommends 
that you purchase chicks from hens 
mated to R.O.P. males. The Poultry 
Branch also say that for best results 
chicks of the heavier breeds should 
not be hatched later than April 15th 
and not later than May 15th for the 
lighter breeds. 

Housing and Equipment 


Proper housing and equipment are 
very essential to the successful rearing 
of chicks. A brooding house 10 ft. 
by 14 ft. will accommodate 300 chicks. 
It should be double lined and floored 
with tar paper between to avoid 
draughts and should be on 6 inch by 
6 inch studs to facilitate movement to 
clean ground at least every 14 days. 
Windows should be removable _ to 
supply abundant ventilation on hot 
days, and the corners rounded to 
prevent crowding. If ventilation shafts 
are installed they should be 6 inches 


by 6 inches and have a control slide. 

Just a word ‘concerning brooder 
stoves. 300 chicks should have a 
hover of not less than 52 inches 
diameter and 500 not less than 56 
inches diameter. If possible, do not 
brood chicks in lots of more than 500. 
Drinking fountains and feed hoppers 
must be kept clean. 

Temperature Important 

The brooder. stove should be started 
3 days before the chicks arrive and 
should be running evenly at 95 degrees 
to 100 degrees Fahrenheit, three inches 
from the floor and 6 inches out from 
the edge of the hover. Do not guess 
the temperature. Use a_ brooder 
thermometer. The temperature should 
be reduced 5 degrees’ Fahrenheit 
each week until the heat is discontinued 
entirely. Chicks must be comfortable 
at all times. Avoid overheating as 
well as underheating. 

Feeding the Chicks 

The chicks should be placed in the 
brooder house as soon as_ possible. 
Have the feeding troughs full of chick 
starter. Lukewarm water and milk 
if possible should be in the fountains 
at all times. (The milk should always 
be sweet or sour; do not alternate). 
There are various systems of feeding. 
Some prefer mash only for the first 
four weeks. Others prefer scratch 
and grit as well as mash after the 
first week. (Continued on page 3)

In any case, start feeding scratch 
and grit after four weeks, until at 
12 weeks they are getting half mash 
and half scratch: There are many 
commercial scratch and chick starters 
on the market. These we would recom- 
mend unless all the ingredients are 
available on the farm when needed, 
and then it would pay to mix your 
own. At four weeks of age Developing 
or Growing mash should be gradually 
introduced. The change should be 
completed at 6 weeks of age, and 
continued until maturity. 


Avoid Crowding and Contamination

permitted, concerning Sanitation and

avoid crowding and contamination;

avoid washing your eggs.

Get Repairs Early 


Now is the time, we suggest, to be 


_getting your parts needed for repairs. 


Although repairs are going to be made 
in quantities equal to 150 per cent 
of what was made in 1940, yet because 
of the shortage of machinery, more 
repairs than the average will likely be 
required. 

e were recently reading an address 
given by Dr. G. S. H. Barton, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture for Canada, 
in which he dwelt on this among 
other subjects. He stressed the im- 
portance of repair parts very heavily, 
and in view of the big production 
rogram we have ahead of us, it cannot 
e stressed too much. ‘‘Every effort 
should be made,” stated Dr. Barton, 
“to keep all the machines available 
running, and by co-operative arrange- 
ment to use them to capacity. Grant- 
ing machines or equipment to those 
who can do without them cannot be 
expected,”’ he concluded, in reference 
to the rationing plan for the limited 
quantity of new farm machinery that 
may be_ purchasable.

Tax Recovery Act 


8.H.—Section 26 of the Tax Re- 
covery Act reads as follows: ‘‘Prior 
to the acquisition of any parcel which 
is not sold at the first public auction 
held by a municipality after a tax 
recovery notification has been placed 
on the certificate of title thereto, the 
same may be leased for a. period of 
not more than one year, and such 
parcel may be leased for periods of 
not more than three years after final 
acquisition.”’ 

For the purpose of this section a 
Municipality acquires the land three 
years after the land went through 
tax sale proceedings, whether or not 
the land was actually: sold. After 
the three years the owner still has 
three more years to redeem. The 
question of whether or not the Muni- 
cipal District had a right to lease the 
land for three years depends upon 
whether three years had elapsed from 
the tax sale proceedings. 


Pollution of Stream 


Rancher.—There is no law that I 
know of stating how many feet from 
a creek an outdoor toilet must be 
placed. The general law of course 
is that if it can be shown that anyone 
is polluting a stream to the detriment 
of other persons, action may be taken 
against him to stop such pollution. 
Presumably therefore the question at 
issue would be whether or not it can 
be shown that such a toilet was 


placed close enough to the stream to’ 


pollute it in any way. 
Not British Subject Outside Canada 


Puzzled.— You apparently were nat- 
uralized under proceedings taken. in 
1909. That Act gave you Canadian 
citizenship only and not the status 
of a British subject outside of Canada. 
If you tried to get a passport to go to 
any country outside Canada your 
present naturalization would not be 
sufficient. There is a very simple 
procedure by which a person natur-. 
alized under the old act can acquire 
full British nationality under the new 
act by making application to the 
Secretary of Btate and paying a fee 
of $5.00. I would suggest that you 
take steps to acquire this broader 
naturalization which could be made 


-so as to include your wife and avoid 


any» question as to whether or not she 
was a British subject. On her marriage 
she acquired your nationality, which 
at present is that of a Canadian citizen 


“"“ within Canada. 


Disposing of Homestead 


K.M.M.—There is nothing to pre- 
vent a person sixty-eight years of age 
from selling or disposing of his pro- 

erty. He can do so at any time. 
f upon reaching the age of seventy 
years you applied for Old Age Pensions 
you would be required to answer 
certain questions as to what property 
you may have had and disposed of 
and as to your present means. The 
Board would be influenced by the 
answer to these questions in deciding 
whether or not you would be given 
Old Age Pensions and if so, what 


amount. If the homestead is not a 
particularly valuable one I doubt if 
you would meet with any difficulty 


in this respect. 


Over-payment to Harvesters 


E.P.—I think you would have 
great difficulty collecting the over- 
payment to harvesters now residing 
in Quebec. You would have to sue 
in the Quebec Courts.and go there to 
prove your claim. The cost involved 
would be much more than the amount 
of your claim. I think you will have 
to forget this claim.

In his opening address ‘to the 
convention, Mr. McGowan stated 
that the A.F.U. was a_ non-political 
The debt 
situation, he declared, concerned farm- 
ers more than anything else at present, 
since all protection had been removed 
and foreclosures were taking place at 
“an alarming rate’. He praised the 
work of Secretary H. E. Nichols and 
office staff. 


‘‘New Order” People’s Own Job 


Mr. Jackson, in accepting the presi- 
dency for the coming year, spoke of 
the power of the Farmers’ Union in 
his native Ireland. Dealing with the 
general condition of the farmers, he 
warned that in ‘spite of talk of a 
“new order’ no such order. would 
come unless the people built it them- 
selves. As to the problem of man- 
power and selective service, the proper 
plan would be to place men where 
they would best serve the United 
Nations. Farm production was vital 
to the war effort. - He would like to 
see a pooling of the membership of the 
farmers’ primary organizations. The 
U.F.A. had given invaluable service 
to the farmers in past years. It had 
built up the Pool movement and had 
done many things for which it deserved 
credit. 
Land Tenure 

The convention asked the Provincial 
Government to take steps towards 
Alberta constitution, 
with a view to assuring “security of 
tenure to all owners and tenants of 
land’’; ‘‘proper control of land titles 
to prevent gambling in land values, 
unrestricted exploitation of land by 
financial manipulation and the control 


Z land by persons or corporations 


aving no intention of using it for the 
public benefit’; and to ‘‘protect debtor 
tenants against dispossession owing 
to circumstances over which they have 
no control’’ and to “ensure that own- 
ers will receive the benefit of all 
improvements they make and discour- 
age the abuse of land or property by 
allowing it to deteriorate.’”’ It was 
asked that “before any legislative 
enactment to establish such svstem 
of land tenure becomes effective it 
shall be submitted to a vote of the 
people by referendum.” 

After considering the result of the 
vote of the membership of the United 
Farmers of Alberta, favoring amalga- 
mation provided the name \of the 
U.F.A. be retained and that the 
co-operative activities be retained,

The convention demanded imme- 
diate action by the Federal Govern- 
ment to introduce parity prices for 
farm products, stating that if the 
demands are not met ‘we will take 
action.’”’ President Jackson was ‘quot- 
ed as stating, in discussing the reso- 
lution, “‘We organized to get parity 
prices and if there is no other way of 
getting them, I am in favor of a strike.” 


Government ownership or complete 
control of all essential war industries; 
nationalization of chartered banks and 
financial institutions; introduction of 
compulsory interest-free loans, levied 
according to ability to contribute; 
100 per cent tax on profits over 4 per 
cent on capital; establishment of a 
fair maximum and minimum income 
and 100 per cent tax on income 
above maximum, were sought. 


The convention declared that farm 
production must suffer unless allowed 
sufficient manpower, machinery and 
supplies; opposed formation of larger 
municipal units without~a plebiscite 
first being taken; asked restoration 
of standard time in Alberta or adoption 
of Pacific time. 


Asks Moratorium 


Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments were petitioned to institute a 
moratorium on all secured debts for 
“the duration and two years there- 
after’; security of tenure for all 
farmers for the same period; no price 
ceiling below production cost and 
reasonable wage; floor under farm 
products providing cost plus. The 
delegates asked ‘that there be no 
embargo on cattle shipments to the 
U.S. during the war and for two years 
after; opposed compulsory rail grading 
of cattle; called for weighing of all 
livestock to be rail (carcass) graded 
as soon as bought by packing plant; 


asked that farmers be allowed to sell 


their hogs at 300 lbs. live weight 
without penalty; asked government 
guarantee of price of products in line 
with that guaranteed packers. 


Strong exception was taken to a 
statement by W. E. Bailey, president 
of the Mortgage Loans Association 
of Alberta, who was reported to have 
stated that 80 per cent of the farm 
debtors of the Province paid their 
debts and that honest debtors had no 
trouble with their creditors. The 
latter part of this statement, said 
H. G. Young of Millet, was a reflec- 
tion on the farm debtors of the Prov- 
ince. A, resolution in protest was 
adopted. 

It was announced that membership 
had reached 16,200. 

The financial report, covering Feb. 
Ist to December 31st, 1942, showed 
receipts $12,547 and disbursements

S we co-operators work our way along the road we are 
building towards a truly co-operative state, we from 
time to time erect milestones, or marks of progress. Some 
of these are really worth while and stand the stress of time; 
others not so firmly placed on a rock bottom base, crumble, 


and are washed away. 


December, 1942, saw the Northern 
Alberta Dairy Pool erecting a mile- 
stone which ‘well may serve as a 
beacon, a light to encourage other 
co-operatives to press forward to 
their goal. Just before Christmas, 
1942, the N.A.D.P. had reached 
their million dollar objective. This 
group of dairy producers, who in

U.S. Lease-Lend Picture 
At a Glance 


Here is a quick glance at lease-lend 
assistance given by the U.S. to her 
Allies, as revealed to the Congress 
in Washington. Of course, Britain 
and Australia have large sums in 
their lease-lend contra account for 
supplies and services to U.S. armed 
forces, etc. 

During the period from March, 1941, 
to December 3lst, 1942, U.S. lease- 
lend assistance to the United Nations 
totalled $8,253,000,000, of which 
$6,548,000,000 represented goods trans- 
ferred, \while the amount actually 
exported from the U.S. was $5,959,- 


000,000, of which $3,300,000,000 was 


for military supplies. Food shipments 

totalled $1,329,000,000, but these are 

expected to increase heavily in 1943. 
How It Was Distributed. 


Lease lend has assisted Britain’s 
war effort to the amount of $3,959,- 


_000,000 (not necessarily all transferred 


or exported to date, and there is 
against it a considerable contra ac- 
count); other British nations and 
India $2,393,000,000; Russia $1,532,- 
000,000; China $156,738,000 (it is 
limited by transportation difficulties) ; 
other countries $210,000,000. A great 
part of Britain’s own imports have 
been re-exported to Russia, and figures 
are lacking to show exactly how this 
affects the lease-lend picture. 


Slightly more than a quarter of 
lease-lend supplies to Britain were 
fighting equipment; in industrial ma- 
terials her share was $915,000,000; 
foodstuffs $880,000,000; shipping ser- 
vices and ship repairs, etc., $780,000,- 
000. Military lease-lend supplies to 
Russia totalled $911,000,000; indus- 
trial materials $246,000,000; food sup- 
plies $102,000,000; shipping and other 
services $271,000,000. 

Rate of shipments of lease-lend 
supplies by the U.S. was heaviest from 
October to December, 1942, when it 
totalled $2,482,000,000, out of the 
total for the calendar year of $7.,- 
009,000.

Two Questions 

G.B., Spedden, Alta.—(a) Three- 
year-old heifer had a calf and did not 
clean after it was born. What can be 
done so she would? (6b) When a sow 
had pigs they bit each other and her 
so that she wouldn’t let them suck. 
Is there any cure for this? 

Ans.—(a) After birth should be 
removed by a Veterinarian in around 
thirty-six to forty-eight hours after 
calving if it does not come away. 
You could try using uterine capsules 
in this case. (b) Pigs are very often 
born with very sharp teeth that will 
cause a sow to not let pigs suck. 
These teeth should be cut off or 
removed. 

Advise Removing Lump 

E.R., Marie Hill, Sask.—Have a 
cow in good health and a good milker. 
Last summer she developed a small 
swelling on back part of jaw (see 
clipping) which ‘opened. Then a 
lump developed and opened and pro- 
truded like a small egg. Then a sort 
of cord or neck grew, to which this 
lump was fastened. The lump itself 
opened this winter. She doesn’t seem 
to mind it in the least, although it 
dangles and bleeds at times. It’s raw 
looking. Now what can this be? Do 
you think it’s dangerous in any way? 

Ans.—This is a form of lump jaw 
or actinomycosis. Would advise re- 
moving lump. Paint with tincture of 
iodine and give this cow a teaspoonful 
of potassium iodide in feed or as 
drench twice daily for 10 to 14days. 
It is not dangerous but other cattle 
may become affected. 

Pigs’ Legs Swelled 

J.C., Bowden.—I am writing for 
some information on my pigs. After 
weaning them I noticed they started 
to get swelled legs and joints. Is 
there anything I can do for them? 

Ans.—From your description of 
these pigs we are inclined to think 
you are dealing with erysipelas. There 
is a swine erysipelas serum which 
usually shows marked results when 
used early in the course of the disease. 
It should be used whenever presence 
of the disease is suspected. 


Warts on Teats 
G.D., Alhambra.—What would you 
advise for cows with warts on teats? 
Ans.—Apply petroleum jelly to 
teats before milking.

Britain to Seed 600,000 
Acres More to Wheat 


Planting of spring wheat in 
the United Kingdom is being 
increased to make up for the re- 
duction in winter wheat seeding 
caused by unfavorable weather. 
A total increase of 600,000 acres 
of wheat and a substantial increase 
in spring barley for milling is 
planned. Every acre of addi- 
tional land producing food in 
Britain increases shipping space, 
available for the. coming great 
offensives against the Azis. Re- 
cently food rations have been 
reduced in order that more food 
may be shipped to Russia.

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C.F.A. Recommendations 
in Brief 

Many of the recommendations of 
the Annual Convention of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture, which 
formed the’ basis of the submission 
made to the Dominion Government 
by the Executive last week, were 
outlined in our issue of February 5th 
or appear in this. The Convention 
also made other important proposals 
for inclusion in this submission. It 
urged: 

That adequate prices for all agri- 
cultural products should be guaranteed 
for a period of two years after the 
close of hostilities, ‘‘so that the neces- 
sary adjustments inevitable in return- 
ing to peacetime agricultural produc- 
tion may be brought about-with a 
minimum of dislocation.” 

Reaffirmed its position in respect to 
parity prices. 

Asked that a plan for economic 
security similar to the plan for health 
insurance be prepared, to ‘‘cover all 


the requirements of an adequate 
system of economic security” and 
that these be integrated into “one 


comprehensive plan for ensuring health 
and economic security for the masses 
of the people.” 

Petitioned the Dominion Govern- 
ment to order that “regulations affect- 
ing agricultural communities be drawn 
up in consultation with representatives 
of organized farmers appointed by 
and from the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture or bodies affiliated there- 
with. 

Asked legislation specifically exempt- 
ing savings accruing to members of 
co-operative enterprises from income 
tax. 

Asked that income tax deductions

Courage, Tolerance 


wood piles have gone down and coal 
bins have been emptied! Coal and 
coal mining have assumed unusual 
importance in the eyes. of the public. 


Our Interdependence 


It but brings home to us another 
instance of how interdependent we 
have grown in our social life of today. 
Coal miners may well feel their 
importance in the life of a modern 
nation is more than many _ people 
really stopped to consider. Possibly 
we need ‘ees little jolts from time 
to time to get a better realization of 
who are doing really essential things 
in our complicated society and _ to 
cause us to give them the respect due 
to them. ‘Strange as it may seem’’ 
there are some who are of the opinion 
that the occupation which allows the 
woman or the man to. keep her or his 
hands looking as if they did not use 
them, and their clothes smart looking, 
is deserving of greater respect. Per- 
haps some who sat half-perished for 
lack of coal have begun to have some 
of their old beliefs shaken a bit. 

To be sure we were reminded over 
and over again by the Government 
during the Summer and early Fall 
to get in our supply. No doubt there 
are some who would have done so, 
but with the limited cash available, 
other things seemed more urgent in 
the warmth of Summer. And some 
of us had trifling excuses; flower-beds 
were ip the way or something like that. 
Also last year’s extremely mild winter 
made us a little more careless. 


Large Scale Planning 


Perhaps we may get a few other 
instances of where individual initiative, 
so stressed by some, does not quite 
measure up to what it would sound. 
And the result frequently is that it 
makes the innocent suffer with the 
guilty. Perhaps we shall find that 
large-scale efficient planning regarding 
coal and many other things is not the 
calamity that some would picture. 


And as for our not having had a 
Convention this year, perhaps it. may. 
be in regard to it as with many other 
things. We shall realize its value 
when we have been without it for a 
time. Perhaps it may have the effect 
of making us make more and more of 
these democratically elected -conven- 
tions which we hold in the interests 
of our part of the society of today. 


We have frequently seen farm and 
other - conventions. which did not 
accomplish as much as they should. 
The average attendant frequently 
took too small a part. Consequently 
the officers are obliged to do more 
and more of the running of these 
meetings or organizations and the 
others are either relieved or indignant. 


Needs in All Our Meetings 


It seems to me that three character- 
istics which need to be developed in 
our meetings and carried on to con- 
ventions are understanding, courage 
and tolerance if we are to accomplish 
what we might. At our meetings 
we can study our problems. At our 
conventions we can try to be informed 
on the subjects to be discussed for 
resolutions are sent us_ previously. 
We frequently get facts and opinions 
of wider viewpoint when we meet 
where there are others from different 
communities. Naturally, in the end, 
we can but use what judgment we 
have in regard to the matters in hand. 
_~ And another characteristic we need” 
is courage. Is there one single indi- 
vidual of us who has gone to meetings

or another has not been a coward 
about expressing the opinion that he 
or she really considered would pro- 
mote its best interests? We have 
been afraid we might hurt someone’s 
feelings, or we have been afraid of 
the opinion of someone, or something 
equally cowardly. 

And still a further characteristic 
we need is tolerance. When we feel 
keenly on a subject we are often 
convinced that we and those who 
think with us are the ones whe are 
right, and we are possibly inclined to 
grow emphatic over it. Sometimes 
we do this to the extent of creating 
ill-will, or at least..to the extent of 
warping our judgment and failing to 
see all viewpoints clearly. 

If we develop these three charac- 
teristics—understanding, courage and 
tolerance—our meetings and conven- 
tions should grow in usefulness.

| The Wheat Situation | 


By LEONARD D. ‘NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 

The Food Research Institute of 
Stanford University pointed out, in 
the last issue of ‘‘Wheat Studies’’, the 
difference in the wheat situation in 
World War I as compared with World 
War II. By the end of 1916-17, the 
third year of that war, shortage of 
wheat had begun to appear almost 
everywhere except in the exporting 
areas most remote from Europe. At 
the end of the third year of the present 
world war, the four chief wheat export- 
ing countries of the world, the United 
States, Canada, Argentina and Aus- 
tralia, held enormous stirpluses. Sup- 
plies from year-end. carryovers and 
new crops rose from 2,250 million 
bushels in 1939-40, to 2,520 million 
in 1940-41, and 2,765 million in 
1941-42. 

The huge supplies of 1941-42 were 
large enough to provide amply for 
dothestic utilization for fully two years 
and five months and still leave stocks 
at a normal year-end level. Alterna- 
tively they were large enough to 
provide in 1941-42 for a normal year’s 
domestic utilization and year-end 
stocks and additionally to supply the 
importing countries of the world with 
three times as much wheat as they 
had absorbed from the major exporters 
in any of the five crop years preceding 
the war. 


No Parallel in History 


No parallel exists in history for the 
tremendous accumulation of wheat 
supplies ‘in the four chief exporting 
nations in 1941-42. 

The carryover of the four chief 
exporting nations at the end of the 
1941-42 crop year reached the total of 
1,420 million bushels—more wheat 
tham had been produced on the average 
in the four drouth years, 1933 to 


1936. This total was distributed as 
follows:

Europe had a small crop in 1941, 
about 1,360 million bushels. This re- 
sulted in a serious shortage of wheat, 
but the shortage was less noticeable 
in the axis powers and the Danube 
countries than in most of the conquered 
and some of the neutral areas. 

Russia in her unoccupied territory 
avoided critical general shortage of 
bread grain, but severe curtailment of 
consumption must have existed in 
occupied regions. 

It is becoming more and more 
difficult to obtain accurate information 
regarding wheat, because nations are 
keeping statistics secret. Wheat is a 
major food, and food has become an 
instrument of war and of international 
political policy. Wheat statistics are. 
therefore, increasingly withheld from 
publication. 

The outstanding fact remains, how- 
ever, that Europe still continues to 
raise a substantial volume of wheat, 
and that, while hunger is on the 
increase, the deficiency is more in 
meats and fats than in grains; also 
that with each passing year wheat

On July 31, 1942, before the new 
crop was garnered, there was only one 


'month’s supply of feed in Canada, 


and if there had been ten times the 
amount of labor available, no more 
livestock could have been raised. 
Wheat -alone couldn’t be fed, unless 
experts did the feeding. Even at that 
twice the amount of wheat was con- 
sumed in this way in 1942 than, pre- 
viously. 

In regard to rationing, shipping 
interference was the main factor where 
some foods were concerned. Rumors 
also played their part, but even if 
rumors were nipped in the bud, there 
would still have to be some kind of 
regulation of distribution to ensure 
equality of supply. 


Farm Labor Situation 


Of the labor situation, the Minister. 


referred to the following features of 
the regulation; first, an agricultural 
orker is of course free to voMinteer 
for active service, second, it is the 
intention of the regulations that agri- 
cultural workers are to be retained in 
agricultural employment as far as 
racticable through the National Se- 
ective Service (Civilian) Regulations. 
When they can be spared in ‘off 
crop” season, they are to be encouraged 
to take temporary employment in 
lumbering, logging, forestry, fishing, 
coal, and base metal mining. Third, 
agricultural workers are to be dis- 
couraged from taking employment 
outside agriculture except in the 
rimary industries indicated. Fourth, 
arm workers who apply for postpone- 
ment of military training are to be 
granted postponement, until further 
notice. . 

J. G. Ross, member from Moose 
Jaw, was among those who made 
valuable contributions to the debate 
on agricultural affairs. Speaking of 
the importance of the part to be per- 
formed by Canada in the feeding of 
the hungry after the war, he said 
all the wheat we have will be needed, 
and as quickly as possible we should 
accumulate stocks of food to feed the 
peoples of the United Nations and 
liberated peoples. Among the foods 
to be stored he mentioned powdered 
eggs, owdered milk, flour, peas, 
beans, dried fruits and dried vegetables. 
He felt there existed enough scientific 
knowledge to prevent deterioration. 
There was needed also, he thought, 
a post war policy in relation to live- 
stock. Not an available acre, he felt, 
should be left idle. The food stocks, 


he said, should reach a value of from 
four to five hundred million dollars. 


The requisite processing plants and 
storage buildings could be erected.
